THE TRUE HUMANITY OF CHRIST,

Rev. Howard Crosby, D. D,, has an article In
the last Baptist Quarterly advancing a view of
Christ's humanity that has attracted much atl-
tention. We glve below an extract. After
malntaining the real Godhood of Jesus, Dr.
Crosby proceods: —

In speaking to his fonr disciples, Peter, James,
John, and Andrew, (while sitting on the slope of
the ‘\imml of Vlives over against the temple),
with regard to the Son of Man’s coming In the
clonds of great power and glory, he says: “Of
that day and hour knoweth no man; no, not the
angels in Heaven: neither the Son, but the
Father.” Here he expressly declareés his lgno-
rance of the time, s it anvthing but trifling to
say that the rnan Jesns did not know, bat the
God Jesus did 7 Was not bhe who spake to the
four disciples one person ? Was he u double,
who could deceive his disciples by equally
aflirming or denying personal action of himsell
as one thing or the other? Whea he sild he
did not know, did he all the while know per-
fectly well? It is a strange theology that
teaches this of Ilim who was the trath. When
Jesus was asleep, was he all the time awake ?
Did he have only the semblance of sleep ? Was
he ncting o part 7 Away with such o staining
of the Fim‘)lirll_r and beauty of Christ's life by a
theological subilety wholly uncalled for! When
Jesus was in the hinder part of the ship, aslecp
on a pillow, that person, whom the disciples
knew—that particular individuallity, whom they
loved and followed —wns asleep, nnobserving,
unknowing, unconscious., And 20, when he was
a babe, he was n very babe. A present, active
Godhood would have destroyed the babe and
made o monstrosity.

We need not refer again to the declaration
that Jesus grew in wisdom: but add only one
other instance of his positive lack of Kuow-
ledge, in his conduct when touched by the
womnsn who had an issue of blood, Can any
candid man read that parrative and suppose
Jesug knew who touched him? If it were
written of any one else but Jesus, such & no-
tion never would have been broached. Josus,
knowing by some sign, which only a miracle-

worker eould understand, that a healing
virtue has gone from him, turns to find out
the subject of the healing: and, after some

delay, discovers her by her own fears and con-
fession., Thi= is the story. Make Jegus to have
pretended this ignorance, and the grace of the
seene i8 endly marred while the
rudely wrested. The egacred writer, if Jesus had
known who had touched him, would have
written, ‘‘Jesus, immediately knowing in him-
gelf who it wne who touched him;" but instead
ol that he says, ‘““Jesus, immadiately knowing
in himself that healing virtue had gone out ot
him."

SUMMARY OF CHURCH NEWHs.

-

PRESBYTERIAN,

—In about fifteen populous counties of south-
eastern Texns there Is not o single Presbyterian
minister. Through this region of country two
railroads are projected, one of which will be in
running order within the pext twelve months,

—8tewart College, at Clarksville, Tenngssee,
is approaching a complete reorganization. The
Rev, J, B, Shearer was chosen President some
months ago. Mr. James Dinwiddie, receutly
Principal of the Sayre Institute, Lexington,
Kentueky, has been chosen Professor of Mathe-
matics; Mr. Duncan M. Quarles, Professor of
Latin: and Mr. James A. Carrlzer, Professor ot
Greek.

—The new Presbyterian Chureh at Brandon,
Misaiseippi, is at length completed, and has been
dedicated to the gervice of God, It is o beanti-
ful buildiog, 60 feet long by 34 feet wide, and 20
feet from floor to celling, with a sixteen-ioot
gallery for the use of the cuoir. The spire is 100
feet high; and the bullding being situated on o
beautitnl and elevated lot, gives the church a
very commanding appearance.

—The Kev, J. A Quarles, pastor of the Lex-
Ington Church, Missouri, has been chosen presi-
dent of the Elizabeth Aull Seminary in that city.

—The Herald and Preshyler, Clucinnaty, says:
—*“Dir. 8. J. P. Anderson, of 8t. Louis, Is to re-
move to Illinois, to take charge of an educwn-
tional institution at Richview. Dr. Anderson is
one of the most influential ministers in the
Southern Presbyterian Church. He 1s luid
atide from the pulpit by dissase of the throat,
and proposes Lo devote himself to teaching,”

— At the late commencement of Humilton Col-
lege the following appointments were made: —
82, D. Wilcox, Napoll, graduate of Hamilton in
1806, was elected to the chair of Rhetoric, va-

cated by Dr, Upson; Chester Huntingdon, of |
Auburn, of the class of 1866, was elected to the |

chair of Natural Philogophy: Rev. A. G. Hop-
King, of Auburn, class of 15866, having served
one year as Asslstaut Professor of Latin with
acceptance, was elected full Professor of
Latin.

—The Education Committee of the Southern
Presbyterian Church congratulated the Assemn-
bly that, whereas at the close of the war there
were but two candidates for the ministry, there
are now nearly three hundred, being equal o
pearly one-third of the roll of ministers.

—A correspondent of the New York Observer
says:— *“The new Synod of the Pacide, as con-
stituted by the last General Assembly, now em-
braces nearly all the territory west of the
Rocky Mountains, being in extent about three-
quarters as great as all that portion of our
Union lying east of the Mississippl river. And

—Two years ago the Rev. J. W. Clokey,
United l’rcsb?'u:ru minister at Steubenville,
Ohlo, was gullty of allowing, by vote of his
session, the late Dr. Ekin, of the Old Sechool
Presbyterian Church, te assist and partake at
bis communion table. For this offense he has
since then been refused a certificate of minis-
terial standing; and, on leaving that Presbhytery
for another, he has been followed by a vote of
the Bleubenville Presbytery, expressing its want
of confidence in him.

It I8 not impossible that the
whaole Presbytery, Lwo vacancies excepted, will
go out in a body.

denominations. Wisconsin and lowa have
practically gone over to the Missourians,
and the latier are gaining strength by the
natural tendency to take one or the other of
two logical extremes. Not so much ou the
surface, but yet as a practical dividing foree,
is the question what position Christlans muost
take on the questions of the Sabbath and of
tempergnce, and whether those who are hard
drinkers and patronlze or keep open their
saloons on the Sabbath thereby forieit the rights
of membership. ‘1he Lutheran institutions ln
Watertown, Wisconsin, are now in a very pre-
carious condition, threatening to suspend uop-
less the churches give immedlate ald. But the
more moderate Lutherdns say the reason of the
| colduess of the churches towards ils wants is
| hecause **Missouri” has got coutrol, and this
